Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: As a follow-up to the interview of March 7, 2007, the examiner 
indicated that upon further consultation with George Elliot and Ram Shukla, it was determined that it would be 
considered to be new matter to amend the claims to refer to a fragment of SEQ ID NO: 1 that consisted of only 
nucleotides 1 to 53,050 of SEQ ID NO: 1 because the specification as originally filed did not specifically contemplate 
and intend to claim the 53,050 kb fragment that appears to have been inadvertently filed in the provisional application 
in place of the full length sequence. Discussed amending the claims to recite an isolated oligonucleotide consisting of 
16 or more contiguous nucleotides from the region of SEQ ID NO: 1 amplified using the primers of SEQ ID NO: 82 and 
84, wherein the oligonucleotide included nucleotide position 34,201 or 33,714 of SEQ ID NO: 1. The examiner noted 
that support for this amendment could be found in the provisional application at pages 5, 9 and 13-14 . 
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
